By reason of her proximity and the 
special peculiarities of her surface the 
moon is the most brilliant object in the 
r ightly sky. We can see that it is round. 
We know that the earth is round, be­ 
cause viewed from any point the section 
is a circle. We cannot judge of the moon 
in tho same way because we can see but 
one side of her, aud that is always the 
same. The moon is 2,162 miles in di­ 
ameter. Her distance from the earth is 
not always the eame, as she does not 
travel in a circle but In an ellipse* In 
bulk the moon is to the world as 1 to 49, 
but in total mass it is as 1 to 81. The 
best time to observo the moon is when it 
is about five days old in the western 
sky.The Professor narrated in very graphic 
language the circumstances nnder which 
the moon came into existence, and de­ 
scribed the present appearance of its sur­ 
face and explained the causes of this con­ 
figuration. The lecture was listened to 
with close attention and evident appre­ 
ciation by the audience.

John Casey, at the head of Citrus ave­ 
nue, has Bold 14>£ acres at $162 60 per 
acre. There are many BAles being made 
there that I do not hear of. All these 
have been made within the past few 
days, and there are a number of others 
being closed up. 
Going down the street a little further, 
the reporter met Tim Carroll, a nursery­ 
man from Anaheim, and asked him how 
tree planting was going on. He replied : 
“I never saw anything to compare with 
it. 1 have sold this season a million 
trees. The call is mostly for orange trees, 
fig trees and walnut trees. The idea is 
that these fruits grow here and do not 
grow anywhere else. Therefore, this 
section will be able to monopolize 
the market of the United States. 
I expect to sell as many more trees be­ 
fore the season íb over as I have sold to 
date. I sell a good many pear trees too, 
and some of all sorts of fruits. There 
is quite a run on the strawberry guava. 
Mr. Humphrey stated that in the 
Azusa valley there was only one small 
lot of orange trees for sale that had not 
been bought up ahead.

letters making inquiries as to where they 
can be bought.

T h e case ag ainst Lizzie M iller, charged 
w ith keeping a house of ill-fam e, was 
ca lled for trial an d on m otion of de 
fen d an t’s atto rney, th e hearing was pro­ 
ceeded w ith in her absence. 
The prin 
cip al w itness for th e proeecution was 
E lla P ierce, th e girl who was rescued 
from th e house in question by M rs. 
W ataon a few weeks ago, and h er te sti­ 
m ony was such as to leave no doubt in 
th e m ind of the court as to th e n atu re of 
th e place. 
The defendant was thereupon 
adjudged guilty as charged and th e court 
ordered h er to ap p ear for sentence at 
9:30 o’clock th is m orning. 
A civil case brought by E lla Pierce to 
recover her tru n k , containing h e r w ard­ 
robe, valued at $37, from h er form er 
lan d lad y , Lizzie M iller, th e latter hav­ 
ing refused to give it up on th e ground 
th a t th e girl owed h er m oney for board 
an d ren t, w as called, and judgm ent by 
d efanlt was rendered in favor of the 
p lain tiff for th e recovery of h er tru n k , or 
th e value thereof, together w ith costs. 
Six d isturbers of th e peace, 
three 
“ d ru n k s,” and two violators of city ordi­ 
nan ces w ere fined in nom inal sums.

T h a t about 
3 o’clock on th e m orning of th e 31st ult., 
h e arose, and going out to th e hay, 
c au g h t th e defendant, who is a neighbor 
of his, in th e act of stealing a large arm ­ 
ful of fodder. 
H e a t once intercepted 
h im , and Rozelle adm itted th a t h e had 
stolen hay from th e pile cn th ree differ­ 
e n t occasions, and begged Griffin not 
to 
have 
him 
arrested , 
on 
account 
of his wife an d two children, prom ­ 
ising 
to 
settle 
th e m atter. 
G rif­ 
fin, 
how ever, 
refused 
to 
accept 
a com prom ise, and w hen Rozelle sent a 
bale of hay to his house on W ednesday 
la st, refused to take it, and notified R o­ 
zelle to rem ove it from h is prem ises. 
H e stated th a t R ozelle had a very bad 
rep u tatio n am ong h is neighbors. 
T he defendant, w hen called upon to 
m a k e a statem en t in his own defense, 
ad m itted th e tru th of the com plainant’s 
testim ony, b u t added th a t Griffin had 
sen t a m an nam ed B aker to h is wife to 
dem and a check fcr $25 as a com pro­ 
m ise. 
H e stated th a t he w as em ployed 
b y th e city as a gardener, in th e propa­ 
gating house a t th e E a st Side park, and 
th a t h e took th e h ay because he was u n ­ 
ab le to procure h ay at the tim e for his 
horse, b u t m eant to return it. 
C hief G lass w as called for by the 
court to testify as to w hat h e knew of th e 
d efen d an t’s reputation, b u t h e stated 
th a t he had never discussed it w ith any­ 
body. 
A ll he knew of Rozelle was that 
som e two m onths ago his boy and the 
d efen d an t’s son w ere playing baseball on 
a vacant lot, w hen th e latter w as struck 
accidentally by th e form er. 
H o went 
over from his house on K ing street to 
th e residence of th e defendant on Queen 
street to see how badly th e boy was hurt, 
an d then saw Rczelle for the first time. 
As th e defendant adm itted th e crim e, 
th e ccnrt adjudged him guilty, and in 
passing sentence upon him called his a t­ 
tention to th e fa c tth a ta e e c o n d offense of 
p etit larceny was a felony, punishable by 
im prisonm ent in th e p en itentiary only 
O n account of his wife an d fam ily, the 
co u rt fined him $10, and told th e defend­ 
a n t th a t he thought th is sentence inade­ 
q uate to th e offense he had com m itted. 
Griffin em phatically denied th e charge 
th a t he had sent a m an to R ozelle’s wife 
to dem and $25; and stated , on th e other 
h an d , th a t Rozelle h ad sent P eter H auck 
to him w ith a check for th a t am o u n t as a 
com prom ise, but th a t h e refused to ac­ 
cept it.

T here are now in th e hospital 138 beds, 
112 iu th e m ale w ards and tw enty-six in 
th e fem ale, b u t th is is a larger num ber 
by tw enty th a n there is proper room for, 
and I hardly need rem ind you of the 
scantiness of room for office, operating 
room , etc. 
T h e average daily num ber 
for 1889 w as 140, against 140 for 1888, 
although th e county farm was opened in 
th e m eantim e and m ust have had a 
daily average of above forty for 1889 
Such being th e case, we m ay look for 
a still larger daily average in 1890, and 
consequently, still greater overcrow ding, 
and would therefore suggest th at addi­ 
tional room be provided h ere, or else 
th a t one or m ore nurses be provided at 
th e county farm , so th a t chronic case» 
needing but little care can be provided 
for th e re .”

R e s u ltB of tre a tm e n t:

covered, 272; im proved, 390; died, 71. 
Seventy-eight wero sen t to tb e county 
farm , classed as im proved. 
F ourteen 
were sent to t^ e 8oldiers’ H om e, four to 
the O rphans’ H om e, eight com m itted to 
th e insane asylum , and five sent to 
friends outside of th e county. 
Of th e deaths, thirty-tw o w ere due to 
phthisis, chronic ailm en ts, h e a rt disease 
and syphilis. 
Out of th irty treated fqr 
typhoid fever but two died. 
T he total 
expense 
for running th e 
institution 
am ounted to $28,028.54, of w hich $2,500 
is due from th e State on indigents and 
$975 from Orange county. 
Dr. Brainerd s a y s : 
“ W hen I took charge of th e hospital 
th e plum bing and sew er w ere in such 
condition and the hospital so crow ded as 
to m ake their im m ediate overhauling im ­ 
perative.

Therefore, instead of an increase 
of 900 per cent, iu th e laud ta x , as you 
figured it, th e single tax applied to this 
countv alone would increase th e lan d tax 
O ilv 42 per cent. 
It will probably be said th at th e single 
tax is intended to absorb the w hole “ u n ­ 
earned in crem ent,” or, to ufo th e correct 
term s, th e whole economic ren t, and 
th a t th e above m entioned increase of the 
land value tax would not absorb the 
w hole land rent. 
To this I w ould sa? 
th a t by th e tim e the tariff tax es as well 
as all o ther Federal tajses are abolished, 
and in lieu thereof an increaso is made 
on the iarid-vulne tax, which w ill tend to 
diecourage, and in tim e elim inate, spec 
ulation in land, th e effect of w hich will 
be to reduce land values, it will be found 
th a t th e economic ren t ie just about ab­ 
sorbed by th e single tax. 
B ut you say this tax would be added 
to tb e price of the products of th e land, 
and in th e city th e landlord would add 
th e tax to th e rent. 
There, M r. Editor 
you have th e opinion of all th e great 
political econom ists of th e la st century 
against you, and w hat is m ore, both th e­ 
ory and practice show th a t th e more 
taxes are put on laud th e m ore anxious 
are landlords to put th eir land to use, and 
the m ore land is forced upon th e m arket 
th e low er its price aud rent. 
W hat 
howl w ent up in th is county becauee 
land was assessed a little high last year 
If th is tax could be addeü to th e rent, 
landlords would n o t object. T hey would 
do juet like tobacco and w hiskey men 
do— howl to have th e tax m ade higher. 
T here is every reason to believe, and 
we 
have 
th e 
opinion of 
such 
men 
as R icaido, M dls, M cCoulloch, B uckle 
and others, th a t of all th e taxc-s this 
country levies for any purpose, th e tax 
on land values is th e only tax w hich can­ 
not be sh ifted upon th e consum er or 
user. 
To those w ho pay th a t th e landlord 
w ould add th e 6ingle-tax to th e rent, 
th is question m ight be p u t w ith per­ 
tin en ce: 
W hy d on’t h e raise h is rent 
now ? 
I t is ju st as easy now as it would 
be after he is taxed more. 
T h e trouble 
is, if they raise th e ren t hig h er than the 
location is w orth, th e ren ter m oves out. 
T here is alwayB cheaper land to be had, 
especially w hen th e tax m akes it unprofit­ 
able to hold land idle. 
T h e fact is ren ts are determ ined by 
th e law of supply and dem and, and 
landlords alw ays take all th e ren t they 
can get regardless of w hat ta x th ey pay. 
To the farm er I would say, you need 
not fear th e single tax ; you w ould have 
less taxes to pay th an now , because now 
you are taxed on speculative land values, 
an d taxed on all your im provem ents and 
personal property. 
W e aim to tax land 
values, n o t land, and you know very 
well th e valuable land is in th e cities; 
th ere is w here th e High ground rents are 
paid. 
These are w hat w ould be taken 
for revenue. 
O'.her sources of revenue 
w ould be tb e rich coal lands, iron moun­ 
ta in s, tim b er lands, w ater fronts, etc., 
those rich bounties of nature w hich now 
fill th e pockets of th e m onopolist.

T he m atter of school teachers’ salaries 
has been discussed considerably of late 
and principally by those w ho stated th a t 
they w ere not well posted in the m atter. 
Y esterday a H e r a l d reporter m et Mr. E. 
VV. W allace, of O akland, w ho has been 
interested in school m atters for a num ­ 
ber of years both in O akland 
and in 
San Francisco. 
M r. W allace said, in the 
course of the conversation, th a t he con­ 
sidered th a t th e teachers of Los Angeles 
were anything b u t satisfactorily paid 
when o ther and 
com peting 
parts of 
th e M ate w ere taken into consideration. 
The am ount paid teacheis in Eastern 
cities, from th ree to five thousand miles 
aw ay, cut no figure in th e proposition 
here, for Los A ugeles did nut have to 
com pete w ith them 
to obtain 
good 
teachers, but with th e cities iu California. 
He saiii th a t L ob A ngeles could not ex ­ 
pect to r 'tain a good teach er as long as 
another city in the State was offering h er 
or him a higher salary to leave. 
“ I un d erstan d ,” he said, “ that only 
la&t sum m er two of your good teachers 
left your departm ent and accepted similar 
positions that pay better, one in Stockton 
and 
th e 
other 
in an o th er northern 
county. 
I am sure I would not teach in 
Los A ngeles if I were a good tescher, 
for I know th a t better salaries are to be 
obtained in San Francisco and Oakland 
w ith less w oik. 
In San Francisco no 
teacher has to teach m ore than five 
hours, w hile in Los Angeles the regular 
tim e is six. 
In San Francisco and Oak­ 
land teachers are paid tw elve months 
in th e year w hether there is a vacation 
or not. 
In Los Angeles th e teachers are 
only paid during the m onths they work 
and th e rest 
of 
th e 
year, 
about 
three 
m onths, 
they 
d on’t get any­ 
thing. 
In San Francisco and O akU rd 
th e teachers 
after they 
are selected 
hold office during good behavior. 
In 
Loa A ngeles they hold office only to the 
end of th e term and they have to be re­ 
elected every year. 
It is a wonder to 
m e th a t th e re are as m any good teachers 
in th e Los A ngeles departm ent as there 
are. 
If I w ere a citizen of your city I 
would register a decided kick against 
th e p resen t arraugem ent, for I have been 
inform ed th a t even now it is imponible 
to get teacherB th a t are satisfactory for 
the salaries they are offered. No wonder 
th e p riv ate schools do eo well down here 
»nd. 1 ‘J??’1 bla,me\ th “ P«Ofle fur sending 
their ch ildren to them m preference to 
som e of th e schools.”

T his ia a point not 
heretofore decided by th e Federal Su­ 
prem e C ourt, and if sustained, will not 
only release theso A narchists, b u t will 
in effect say th a t Spies, P arsous and 
others w ere illegally strangled, and will 
liberate m any o ther convicts iu prison. 
L eading law yers are of th e opinion 
th a t this move can be of no benefit to 
tbe im prisoned A narchists in any case, 
and m ay m ake it worse for them . 
There 
is no claim of error in th e low er court, 
and if th e point ia sustained by the 
F ederal Suprem e C ourt, it will result in 
th e reaffirm ation of th e original sentence. 
This w as th a t they be hanged, and they 
would have to suffer tb a t penalty unless 
th e G overnor ahould again interfere, as 
did th e form er G overnor, and com m ute 
their sentence to im prisonm ent. 
S tates A ttorney L ongenecker, talking 
nf th e case todav, sa id : 
“ Should the 
U nited States Suprem e C ourt find that 
th e State Suprem e C ourt erred in not 
having th e prisoners present, it will 
sim ply rem and th e case to th e State Su­ 
prem e C ourt for rehearing.

B ut th ere is not in ray m ind lh* slight­ 
est probability of th e U nited States Su­ 
prem e C ourt finding tb a t th e State Su­ 
prem e C ourt erred.

T h e ( « r a n d F u t u r e o f F r u i t C u l t u r e . 
T h ere is n ot on th e surface of th e globe 
s section so well ad ap ted to fruit culture 
aa S o u th ern C alifornia. 
All th e fruits, 
large an d em ail, of th e tem perate zone 
flourish h ere an d com e to a state of per 
faction n ot reached in w hat heretofore 
has Deen considered th e ir h abitat. T hen 
th ese are flunked an d reinforced by th e 
fruit products of th e sub-tropics, and 
Som e of th o se of th e tropics proper, all 
th e varieties doing as well in S outhern 
C alifornia as they do in the most favored 
ap o ts along th e historic shores of th e 
< M ed iterran ean sea. 
L ands on w hich 
su ch crops w ill grow are m uch too valu* 
able to devote to th e cereals or to root 
ero p s. 
T he consum ption of fruit in all 
form s natn ral and preserved is too well 
understood from a hygienic point o f view 
to allow good fru it of an y sort to seek a 
m arket in vain. 
T he consum ption of 
frn it per capita is on th e increase at a 
rem ark ab le rate, an d th e lim it is by no 
m eans reached. 
T he U nited S tates has 
alread y sixty-five m illions of souls in her 
b o rd ers, an d she w ill in a few years have 
one hun d red m illions. 
In all h er wide 
b o rd ers th e fru it producing areas are 
few an d far betw een. 
H ere is the ideal 
spot for th is fascinating industry. These 
facts are becom ing perfectly understood, 
an d th a t is w hy so m uch attention is b e ­ 
in g directed to fruit culture in Los A nge­ 
le s and the adjacent couuties. 
C ertain 
frnits come to an~ absolute perfection 
h ere th a t do not grow a t all, or only in 
lim ited area3 of th e country outside of 
S outhern C alifornia. 
A ll 
th e 
citrus 
fru its, figs, w alnuts, olives and guavas 
are th e leading species in th is category. 
B u t those fruits th a t do grow iu m ost or 
a t least in m any sections of th e country 
a re cultivated u nder m any difficulties, 
on account of th e ex trem e severity of the 
clim ate. 
H ere th e ir production is al­ 
m ost a certain ty , and th e business of a t­ 
tend in g to an o rchard is largely regarded 
in th e light of a pleasant pastim e. 
The U nited S tates is still a large im 
p o rter of fruit in all th e form s know n to 
th e m arket. 
M illions of dollars a year 
go out of th e country to pay for oranges, 
lem ons, figs, olives, and th e oil of th a t 
fru it, prunes, and conserves of all sorts 
from cn rran t jelly and raspberry jam to 
preserved lim es and orange m arm alades. 
W ith these m ay be 
catalogued 
th e 
candied fruits of a th o usand kinds th a t 
deck th e d essert tab les an d delight th e 
palates of such as can afford to indulge 
in such costly im p orted luxuries. 
I t is th e m ission of Los A ngeles and 
h e r sister counties of S outhern C alifornia 
to fu rn ish theae fruite and fruit prepara­ 
tio n s, not m erely to th e rich, b u t to the 
m illions of th e lan d . 
T h e m o3t ex p en ­ 
siv e of these delicacies now regarded by 
th e people as u n attain ab le luxuries will 
becom e com m on on th e ta b le of those of 
m oderate m eans 
th ro u g h 
th e 
bane- 
factious

soil 
of 
C alifornia. 
T here 
is 
not 
one 
of 
th e 
thousand 
kinds 
of 
delicious 
jam s, 
preserves,

m alades and conserves, turned out by 
C rosse & Blackwell, of London, and ship­ 
ped to all parts of th e world, th a t cannot 
be produced h ere in Loe A ngeles. 
A l­ 
ready a beginning has been m ade in an 
estab lish m en t on a sm all scale th a t has 
achieved absolute 
success so far as 
qu ality goes. 
This firm takas all th e figs 
produced in th is section to use in th e ir 
business. They w ould use tw ice as m any 
if th ey w ere procurable. 
F ine apricots 
are also in dem and. 
Steps are being 
ta k en to enlarge th # p lan t and capital of 
th is firm , so as to afford facilities for 
tak in g a very large q u antity of fine fruits 
to convert into conserves, candied frnits, 
jam s and jellies. 
T he day is near at 
h an d w hen th is city, in th e m idst of this 
rem ark ab le fruit section, will not im port 
cu rran t 
jelly or 
raspberry 
ja m for 
th e use of h er 
citizens, b u t 
w hen 
sh e 
will 
export 
these 
products 
tra in loads. 
T he developm ent of th e 
beet sugar industry will play a very im ­ 
p o rtan t part ia th is fruit preserving in 
duatry, by enabling us to com pete w ith 
foreign m anufacturera w ho now have an 
advan tag e over ns in cheaper sugar. 
I t is by forecasting such view s as 
th ese th a t the true value of our land is 
arriv ed at. 
I t will not require forty 
acres here to supply a fam ily w ith th e 
necessaries of life. 
O ne-fourth th a t area 
will m aintaia a fam ily in affluence. 
It 
ie fast becom ing a region of ideal rural 
hom es,w here th e dw ellers will be rich off 
th e peculiar products of orchards and 
fruit beds. 
The g reat need of th e hour 
is th a t there be plants in th e center of 
each district to tak e care of th e fruit pro­ 
duced there. This is being done in a

very energetic m anner, but is far from 
being overdone. 


A t t h e m eeting of th e Diocesan Con­ 
vention of th e Episcopalian C hurch in 
San I rarcisco, a m em orial was presented 
from Southern California ««king th a t th e 
election of an A ssistant Bishop be post­ 
poned to th e annual m eeting. 
This 
m em orial was signed by 17 clerical and 
23 lay delegates, and gave, am ong other 
reasons for th eir non-attendance upon 
th e convention th e bad condition of the 
ro ad s and th e sickness of m any of the 
delegates from the prevailing epidem ic. 
N o attention was paid to th e m em orial 
and th e election took place. 
As R ev. 
F. Nichols was chosen on a 
ballot which only required 44 votes to 
elect, it is very likely that, if the forty 
delegates from Southern California had 
b ad a voice in the selection, th e reenlt 
w ould have been different.

A disciple of H enry George answ ers 
in o ther colum ns our criticism s upon the 
single-tax doctrifte. 
I t was not needed 
th a t h e should have 
show n by the 
figures th a t it was im possible to raise 
th e land tax from $1 to $10 by citing the 
returns of th e realty and personal prop­ 
erty assessm ent in this county last year. 
To illustrate our argum ent we placed the 
increase of tax per acre from $1 to $10. 
W e were not particular about th e figures, 
as long as we could fix upon th e m ind of 
th e reader the idea of th e probable in­ 
crease. 
B ut we doubt 
w hether the 
figures w ere far out of th e w ay, for w hen 
th e single-tax theory fully develops itself, 
th ere will be no tariff tax collected, no 
internal revenue taxes or licenses; w hilst 
on th e other hand th e expenses of th e 
G overnm ent m ay be 
m easurably in­ 
creased by its assum ption of th e control 
of th e railroads, telegraphs, and of all 
th e concerns of th e quaai-pnblic corpora­ 
tions. 
A part from th is, how ever, the 
tendency of 
th e single-tax theory is 
tow ard a tax so h igh th a t it w ill discour­ 
age landholding except for productive 
purposes, and therefore as th e land­ 
holding dim inishes, th e acreage subject 
to taxation w ould becom e sm all, necessi­ 
tating, to m eet public expenditures, 
constant increase of th e taxes. 
B ut 
we shall be told th a t, as land held 
for 
speculative 
purposes

value for 
th ese purposes, th e landless people will 
occupy and w ork it, and th a t conse­ 
quently th e are a of taxable land would 
suffer no d im inution. 
T hat would prob­

being confined to realty or land values,

A fter all is said and done, bow can th e 
producer pay his taxes on land w ithout 
g ettin g it out of the produce he s e lls ; 
and if be gets it in th a t way—and thore

Yesterday morning the Tribune con­ 
tained an article nearly a column long 
purporting to give an interview with the 
Stereotyped “ well-informed gentlem an,’* 
who is made to state that the Union P a­ 
cific. has made all arrangem ents to p u r­ 
chase the Croes road to Pasadena. W ith 
some of that “ corroborative detail” which 
is supposed to give “ artistic versimili- 
tude to an otherwise bald and uncon­ 
vincing narrative,” the interview states 
that the papera have been drawn and the 
transfer will be made next Monday. 
Careful search m ade in the m atter yes­ 
terday and an examination of everyone 
who eould have authoritative informa 
tion about the respective roads revealed 
the fact th at the story is absolutely base­ 
less. The representatives of the Union 
Pacific in this city declared the story to 
be untrue and absurd. 
Captain John Croas, the president and 
principal owner of the road which it was 
alleged would be «old, was seen yester­ 
day afternoon by a reporter of this 
paper. 
“ You may say for m e,” he remarked 
very emphatically, “ that there is not a 
shadow of truth in the statement. 
It is 
as silly as it is untrue. I am at a loss to 
imagine who could have made such a 
statem ent. I have never had any nego 
tiations with anybody connected with the 
Union Pacific looking to a sale of the 
road, nor has anybody else. I don’t 
wish to sell the road, and have never 
made an attem pt to do so.” 
“ Are you in a position to know of all 
negotiations that m ight be made in the 
m atter?” 
“ Certainly; and I know the whole 
storv to be false and absurd. 
1 shall ask 
the paper publishing it to retract the 
statem ent.”
